HOLES 
THROUGH 
PIPE AND PROP 


A gust of wind may whip up a raised hood, 
freeing the prop and allowing the hood to 
crash shut. A short piece of pipe brazed or 
welded under the hood is a safety feature 
to prevent this. Use a rubber band to hold 
the cotter pin while not in use.

Floor mats cut from an old rug are an 
economical way of replacing worn-out rub¬ 
ber mats. Cutting off the corners helps 
prevent fraying and raveling. Most of the 
sand and dirt lodged in the rug mats can 
be removed by periodic shaking. 
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For adjustment of long-used Chrysler-type 
parking brakes, one mechanic inserts a shim 
between the band and the anchor strap, 
bending over the shim ends. This keeps 
band and drum aligned vertically and allows 
close adjustment without dragging. 


A discarded plastic tablecloth makes an 
ideal temporary seat cover when you must 
drive in dirty and greasy clothes or while 
you are doing a car-repair job. The next 
time you see one in a trash barrel, rescue 
it and store in the luggage compartment.
